PRICE ANALYSIS
a. Adequate competition.
b. 156 notices were sent, including three MBEs and no WBEs. One Bid was received with no MBEs/WBEs
responding.

c. The pricing offered reflects a 25% increase in labor when comparing to the last contract award in February 2010.
Factors affecting the price increase include an 8% increase in Automotive Repair and Maintenance earnings. The
other bid lines were not comparable between the old contract with universal parts and the new solicitation for
vehicle specific components.
